TO THE RIGHT HONORABLE EARL 
CADOGAN, KG., 

LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OR IRELAND. 

Mat it please Youe Excellency, 

1. In accordance with, the provisions of the 5fch section of the 
Public. Records (Ireland) Act, 1867, your Excellency made an 
Order in Council, dated 2nd March, 1896, directing the Records of 
the Clerks of the Crown and Peace for the county of Monaghan 
to be placed under the superintendence of the Master of the 
Rolls. In pursuance thereof these Records to the y ear 1 87 6 have 
been transferred to this Department, but their arrangement and 
classification have not proceeded sufficiently far to enable a 
schedule of them to be given in this report. This county is the 
twenty-fourth of the thirty-two counties of Ireland, the Records 
of which have been placed under the superintendence of the 
Master of the Rolls. 

2. In my 27th Report (paragraph 4), it was stated that “a fire, 
which took place in Roscommon in the year 18S2, destroyed 
practically all the Records of that county prior to that date.” 
Since then the Clerk of the Crown and Peace by careful search 
has been enabled to recover certain fragmentary classes of Records, 
the details of which are scheduled in paragraph 65. 

3 . The question of the organisation and remuneration of the 
officers of this department has been under the consideration of 
the Lords Commissioners of H. M. Treasury, and an arrangement 
has been come to by which their pay and prospects will be some- 
what improved by the raising of the initial salary, an increase in 
the amount of the annual increment, and the abolition of the dis- 
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tinction between Senior and Junior Clerks. The new scheme 
came into operation on the 1st April, 1897. 

A Mr. T. I). James has been transferred to the Admiralty, and 
and Mr. S. C. Ratcliff has been appointed in his place. 

5. As there seems to be a general though mistaken impression 
that there is a large class of documents written in the Irish 
language amongst the Records in the custody of this department, 
it has been thought advisable to give in the appendix a copy, and 
translation, of the few (5) records written in Irish that have up 
to the present been found. They have been transcribed and 
rendered into English by Mr. M. J. McEnery of this office, and 
comprise : — 



(a.) An Award or Decree ot Arbitrators under the Brehon Law 
between two parties of O'Kennedys of the barony of Lower 
Ormond, county Tipperary, dated 8th October, 1584.

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photographs, which were kindly permitted to be taken by the Public 
Record Office. They form the coverings of the Journals of the old 
Houses of Lords and Commons in Ireland. They are generally bound • 
in red Morocco, folio size, and a few of them are inlaid.” 

7. On the engrossment of the Index to the Marriage Licence 
Bonds of the diocese of Cork and Ross from 1623 to 1760 being 
completed and placed in the Search Room for the use of the 
public, application was made on behalf of the Cork Historical 
and Archaeological Society to be allowed the use of the draft 
Index with permission to print it in the Journal of the Society. 

The application was favourably entertained by the Master of the 
Rolls, and the required permission given. 

8. R. S. Longworth Dames, esq., has very handsomely handed 
oyer to the Department sundry Records from the Registry of the 
diocese of Kildare, which were purchased at a sale, and they 
have been deposited here as Records under the 16th section of 
the Public Records (Ireland) Act. They comprise a Roll of 
Procurations of the Bishop of Kildare for the Deaneries of 
Kildare, Naas, Clane, and Killighy, with a list of Bishops to 
1744, and nine rolls of Oaths and abjurations between 1687-1764. 

(See paragraph 71). 

State Paper Office. 

9. In March there were received from the Chief Secretary's 
Office the Papers of the year 1886 in 69 carton boxes ; and the 
Index and Register for 1884, in four large volumes. The papers 
have been examined, checked, and put up in 63 cartons, numbered 
3,202 to 3,264. 

10. In April a considerable quantity of misplaced papers of the 
Chief Secretary’s Office and Council Office were received. . The 
identification and replacing of these has occupied much time. 

11. The Searches made for Government during the year 
1896 amounted to 213. 

12. Mr. C. Litton Falkiner having obtained the permission of 
the Chief Secretary to consult for historical purposes the papers 
of the 1798 period, attended on several days and examined a 
number of papers of that time. 

13. The papers of the former Yeomanry office have been 
collected, sorted, arranged, flattened, and made up in brown 
paper parcels for transfer. 

14. In 1893 the arrangement of the papers of the former 26 th Beji., 
Military department of the Chief Secretary's Office was under- par - 8 - 
taken, and was completed so far as related to those papers, which 

were preserved in a form which readily admitted of their being 
arranged in series. A very large number remained to a great 
extent without any arrangement. These have also during the 
past year been classified, arranged, and prepared for transfer. 

15. The papers thus dealt with complete the collection of letters 
and papers of the Military Department of the Chief Secretary’s 
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Office while it continued a distinct department. Its books had 
already been transferred to the Record Office. It should ho 
. remembered, however, that these books and papers are not the 
records of the army itself, hut only such documents relating to 
the army as passed through the Military Department of the Chief 
Secretary’s Office, and of which it was necessary that the Lord 
Lieutenant and the Government should take cognisance. 

16. In the Lord Lieutenant was formerly vested a large degree 
of control over the army, his relation to the military authorities 
resembling that of the War Office to the " Horse Guards ” in 
London. Though the regiments forming the Irish establishment 
were sent here or withdrawn by the Commander-in-Chief in 
London, they remained, while in Ireland, under the orders and 
control of the Irish Government. All questions of military dis- 
ciplme naturally came before the Commander of the Forces in 
Ireland, who, where necessary, submitted them to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, but ultimately (especially since the Union) dealt with 
the matter m his own office. Similarly, matters of military 
detail, though the subject of correspondence with, or returns to 
Government were dealt with in the offices of the Adjutant- 
General, Muster-Master-General, or such other officer, with whom 
the records of the proceedings remained. It came in theory to 
be considered that questions affecting matters of Finance onlv 
properly belonged to the Chief Secretary’s Military Department, 
btdl the number of cases which directly or indirectly involved 
questions of expenditure or affected the pay or allowances of 
officers or men fanned a very large proportion of the business to 
be dealt with by the army offices, and produced the voluminous 
correspondence and numerous returns to the Government which 
make up this collection.

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19. The books of the Military Department were transferred to 
the Record Office some years ago, and have already been much 
consulted by students of Military history, but the original letters 
and papers remained inaccessible since the extinction of the 
office. They formed a portion of the contents of the “ 74 huge 
wooden boxes.” mentioned in Sir Bernard Burke’s report foristhRep' 
1882, which had been stored in one of the rooms of the Record p - m 
Tower “ in such a manner as to he quite inaccessible for the pur- 
pose of reference.” 

20. Under the direction of the Under Secretary for Military 
Affairs, a separately organised office was formed in 1797 for the 
management of the business connected with the large number of 
Yeomanry Corps then formed through the country. The letters 
and papers of this Office are those which are mentioned above as 
having been prepared for transfer. They relate not only to the 
Yeomanry force at large but to the correspondence with the 
various corps through the country. These are arranged in 
counties. 

21. Three bundles of papers endorsed ‘‘Betham MSS.” have been 
examined and arranged. The papers of a public character have 
been included in the transfer to Record Office. These include papers 
belonging to the Irish Record Commissioners, chiefly copies of 
Inquisitions and papers relating to Irish statutes ; extracts and 
copies of various documents, antiquarian and literary com- 
positions and notes, including Sir W, Betham’s MS. of “ Irish 
Antiquarian Researches,” Part 2. 

22. Three bundles endorsed “ Ferguson MSS.” have also been 
examined. They contain notes and memoranda chiefly genea- 
logical, often very fragmentary, from the Exchequer and other 
records by James F. Ferguson, with some papers of Lynch. 

23. The earlier papers still remaining in the Tower being much 
scattered and inaccessible, those before 1760 have been gathered 
into one chronological series. The basis of this collection consists 

of the papers mentioned in Sir Bernard Burke’s 13th report as mu Rop., 
found during the alteration of the old presses to make way for p - u - 
the present carton box shelving. To these have been added: i. Tho 
small class called “Irish Departmental Correspondence ” to 1759; 

ii. The occasional papers to this date among the collection of 
“Miscellaneous State Papers” referred to in the “ Official Index”; stiiiiep., 

iii. Papers for same period from “ Miscellaneous State Papers not p ' 
entered in Official Index ” ; and iiii. Scattered documents found 
during arrangement of the papers. The collection thus formed 
occupies thirteen carton boxes. It is proposed to prepare a draft 
index, and when transferred to the Record Office to supplement 
tho collection and index by adding several small collections of 
State papers relating to the same period and not yet indexed. 

24. The transfer to the Public Record Office in December in- 
cluded the Military papers referred to as detailed in paragraph 
14 ; the Yeomanry Office papers ; papers from the Betham MSS. ; 
the Ferguson MSS.; and a parcel of appointments of guardians 
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of minors in Chancery for 1807. For Schedule of above, see 
paragraph 46.

The cause for this writing is to show how the dispute was settled 
that was between the descendants of James na-bhFiadh O’Kennedy of 
Baile-locha-capuill {now Ballycapple and Ballycapple Wood, parish 
of Modreeny, co. Tipperary). These are those descendants namely 
Teige Maol, son of Mahon, son of Donnchuan, son of James na-bhFiadh, 
and Philip, son of Donnchuan, son of James na-bhFiadh, with his two sons 
namely Hugh and Dermot they are on the one side, for each other. 
Here are the other persons that were in dispute with them, on the 
other side, namely the children of Brian, son of Conor, son of Owen, son 
of James na-bhFiadh, that is John and Conor and Daniel and Henry who 
were present at this reconciliation, and they went surety for their kins- 
men who were not present. 

This is the dispute that arose between them namely the children of 
Brian son of Conor having claimed a division of the land from the 
descendants of Donnchuan son of James na-bhFiadh in Baile-locha-capuill, 
these descendants of Donnchuan replied that they would not give a 
division to them, that their fathers made a division long ago, and that 
they made a perpetual division with each other at the time. The children 
of Brian son of Conor denied this, said that their father before them 
and themselves after him were claiming a division of the land at Baile- 
locha-capuill, and, especially, that their grandfather was settled on his 
own share at Baile-locha-capuill. 

And whereas the descendants of Donnchuan asserted that a perpetual 
division had been made before that time, it was awarded that they should 
prove it against the children of Brian son of Conor. This is the first 
proof the descendants of Donnchuan gave thereon, in presence of umpires, 
namely to say that themselves had the possession sixty or eighty years.: 
—-the second proof, namely the will of Mahon son of Donnchuan, in 
presence of witnesses and the priest of the parish, that the perpetual 
division had been made : — the third proof, namely the evidence of 
Finola daughter of Murrough Smith who lives this day and has been 
for sixty years at Baile locha-capuill : — the fourth proof, namely (the 
evidence of) Philip, son of Donnchuan, son of James na-bliFiadh, who 
is up to eighty years : — the fifth proof, namely {the evidence of) Denis 
O’Derbreo who was an honest husbandman and an impartial clerk : — 
and not alone these but themselves thought they had every proof. 



- John, son of Brian, opposed these testimonies in this way. The first 
article of them, namely saying that they had possession for eighty years : 
— he said he was not in a worse position through that since it came to 
them through seniority. The second article : — he says, concerning the 
1 will of Mahon son of Donnchuan, if he made it, as he did not make it, 
.that failing memory and tlie affliction of his sickness would have caused 
him to say it ; that his own father Brian, son of Conor, was present at 
the will of Mahon and told him not to say that a perpetual division 
had been made, and that Brian himself left by will, at the time of his 
death, that the perpetual division had never been made. The third 
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point, to say that Philip son of Donnchuan made evidence against him : 
— he says that Philip son of Donnchuan contending for himself and his 
children is not a (proper) witness and “ you know if he said anything 
else.” The fourth article, it was told him it had been stated that 
Finola daughter of Mnrrough Smith made evidence against him : — 
he says she did not make it and if she did make it that himself was 
not in a worse position through that namely she contending for her 
children and kindred after her. As for Denis O’Derbreo he had 
not heard that he had done anything to injure him and if he had 
done so it was easy for him to quash it. 

And since none of the proofs there recited were good proofs he 
established by good witnesses, as himself thought, that Conor son of 
Owen was settled on his own share of the division at Baile-locha- 
capuill namely in the Garbli-chulog ; and here are the witnesses 
thereto namely Margaret daughter of Denis O’Carroll and Sabia ni 
Cugan and Dermot Smith. 

And, notwithstanding every contest and dispute which they made, 
they submitted to the arbitration of four persons and these are the 
four to whom they submitted namely O’Kennedy Finn, that is Brian 
son of Daniel of Lackeen ( now in Abbeyville , parish of Lorrha, co. 
Tipperary) and Mulrony, son of Calvagh, son of Denis, son of little 
John 0 Carroll of Cluain-Leisg (now Clonlisk , King's county) and 
William, son of Dermot son of Hugh, son of Rory O’Kennedy, of the 
same place, and Carbery, son of Cosnamhach, son of Daniel, son of 
Giolla-na-naomh Mac Egan and they examined the case between them 
and the proofs on every side e.g. the will of Mahon son of Donnchuan 
as the first part of the proofs; and according to their own judgment 
they gathered from it thus, that, if a perpetual division of the land had 
been made, the castle or bawn had no share in it but were to belong 
to the senior of the descendants of James na-bhEiadh. 

Taking into accouut everything these people said, and according to 
every hearsay and evidence which they got, they agreed with each 
other, and } tis thus they agreed, that a perpetual division should be set 
down in writing for fear of oblivion, and for this reason, that writing 
is better than memory as it is said " meamoria vadid litera cosdodid,” 
that is, writing lives, memory departs. 

On this account they directed them to make an honest, equal, 
brotherly division with each other according to the custom of their 
ancestors ; and, according to their own judgment, they awarded that 
anything that was said or done on the land, up to this time, was not a 
perpetual division. And it is thus they awarded, (namely) the castle and 
bawn of Baile-locha-capuill to the eldest and chief man of the descen- 
dants of J ames na-bhPiadh, and it is thus they arranged it, namely the
